WANTED: AN OLD DOCTOR 
BOOK. 

I am 72 years old and in perfect 
health, writes a correspondent. But I 
am worried because ] think I would 
feel better if I had a few diseases or 
at least some symptoms. Wasn't it a 
famous doctor who said that some 


slight ailments promote longevity? It 
seems natural with a great many peo- 
ple including myself to feel uneasy un- 
less there is some kind of distress. 


I think everybody ought to have a few 


diseases in order to feel comfortable. 
I have wondered lately whether I 
haven't too many organs inside of 
me, and if so whether an operation 


‘might be feasible to remove some of 


them. I remember a model or mani- 
kin I saw in our family doctor's of- 
fice back home years ago, and it- 
seemed to me the organs were rather 
crowded and that if one or two were 


removed the rest of them would have 


more freedom to function properly.

In the event of an air raid it is 
likely most Americans will seek refuge 
in the British legation, which is on a 
full war-time footing, equipped with 
subterranean dugouts, or the German 
legation, which possesses bombproof 
shelters, 


The American legation, which is the 
most exposed of all, has only six na- 
tive guards against Britain's 135 
trained Indians, and France's’ 180 
seasoned white troops. The legation 
would be utterly defenseless in case 
of hostilities, having no bombproof 
ahelters, wireless equipment. anti-gas 
apparatie or accommodations 
refugees. 

The British, French and Germans 
have airplanes ready to take out 
members of the legation staffs and 
nationals in the event of air raids, 
but Americans have nothing of this 
kind. ‘They cannot even depend upon 
the railroad, which the Italians un- 
doubtediy would cut.

Selassie Believes British Blockade of Eritrean Routes “°"- 


Would Bring Any Possible Aggression by Italy 
To Early, Unsuccessful End.

The Ethiopians now intend to spend | 
their own slender stocks of munitions | 
without restriction, rather than con-'| 
serve them for a long war. ‘This de- 
cision is unquestionably predicated on 
their belief that England’s flashing of 
her naval strength in the Red sea 
presages a blockade of the Eritrean | 
munition routes in the event of Ital- 
lan aggression in Ethiopia.

North of the site of Albany, Hnd- 
son found that the river was too shal- 
low for his vessel to go farther. This 
meant that he had failed to find a 
water passage through North America, 

The return journey down the Hud- 
son river was faster, but not se 
pleasant. On the way up. Hudson 
had made the mistake of capturing 
two Indians and holding them against 
their will. He wanted them to serve 
as guides, and perhans would have 
taken them hack to Holland to show 
the people what the natives were like; 
but they escaped, and went back to 
their tribe. 

Later. while the “Half Moon” was 
at anchor near Stony Point, an Indiara 
tried to steal something by reaching 
through a porthole, and was shot by 
a sailor. 

Those events stirred up trouble. 
Angry Indians lay in wait on Man- 
hattan island, and sent arrows at the 
ship when it passed. The arrows did 
no damage, but some of the Indians 
were shot down when a volley was 
fired from the “Half Moon.”

It is impressive to see the large num- 
ber of trucks in this remote place. 
These trucks are new and if they con- 
tinue to increase in number the gov- 
ernment will be forced to build roads 
worthy of the traffic. The gasoline 
for these trucks is shipped to this 
country in wooden boxes that con- 
tain two five gallon tins. It is only 
rarely that a gasoliné pump station 
is seen, except in the coastal cities, 
where a filling station will have.a 
half a dozen or more pumps with 
each selling a different kind or brand 
of gas. At one place I counted seven 
pumps, five different brands from the 
United States, one marked Brazilian 
and the other English.
